Royal and Conti Streets, New Orleans, Louisiana , then and there to testify 
touching matters of inquiry committed to said Commission, and not to 
depart without leave of said Commission-. Attached herewith is a copy of 
Executive Order 11130 and S. J.Res. 137, setting forth the scope of the 
Commission's inquiry and its authority for the talking of testimony and 
the production of evidence. 

YOU ARE HEREBY COMMANDED to bring with you and produce 

before said Commission the following: 

All records, papers, notes and other documents in you* 
possession or under your control pertaining to any possible 
representation of Dee Harvey Oswald by you during tne period 
April 1, 1963 through December 31, 1963, including any such 
writing s indicating that Oswald called in your ofiice, eithe* 
alone or in the company of others, or any such writings indi- 
cating any attempt which may have been made by any person 
including one Clay Bertrand, to retain your services on be- 
half of Dee Harvey Oswald in connection with his involvement 
with the assassination of President John F . Kennedy and any 
other such writings pertaining to that assassination.
